SUNDAY MOVIE LAW 


Other Theater Owners of Paw- 
tucket To Join in Protest 
Against Discrimination 


Pawtucket, R. I., May 1.—Despite the 
barrage of verbal opposition expressed by 
citizenry, five theater owners of this city,. 
headed by Elias M. Loew, are planning to 
test the validity of the Lawton Sunday 
movie law for Rhode Island passed re- 
cently by the General Assembly, which 
excludes Pawtucket, the second largest 
city of the State.

PRESS AGENTS STILL AFTER EQUITY 
ON FREE BROADCASTING ISSUE 


The Theatrical Press Representatives 
of America, having signified their dis- 
satisfaction with the outcome of _ their 
recent conference with the Actors’ Fquity 


_ Association on the subject of free broad- 


casting by legitimate actors. are deter- 
mined to continue their fight. 

Having failed, thru a committee cdm- 
posed of Dixie Hines, S. Goodfriend and 
Willard Holcomb, to win their case be- 
fore the Equity council, the press agents 
now wish to plead their cause in the 
columns of The Billboard. 

Dixie Hines, speaking for the press 
agents’ organization and commenting on 
the report of the conferences which ap- 
peared on the Equity page in The Bill- 
board dated April 24, writes, in part: 

“May we beg that you will seek to 
‘ ry n Equity, since we appear to have 
failed? 

“The point at issue is this: 

“Equity has granted permission for its 
members to broadcast at all times and 
in all places for all purposes. 

“Equity insists, however, that the 
matter used in such broadcast shall not 
be matter from the attraction in which 
the artist-member ig then playing. 

“STOP! 

“If we can get this brief fact before 
Equity we will probably be able to make 
progress. But Equity insists upon dis- 
cussing the merits of broadcasting as an 


advertising medium. We decline to cloud 
the issue by following Equity officially 
into this field, altho we find much pleas- 
ure in an informal discussion of it. 

“Tf Eqnity will be good enough to 
consider these two points, and these two 
alone, we may progress, and not other- 
wise. 

“We have brought to the notice of 
Equity that it is perfectly proper for two 
companies to use the radio for advertis- 
ing, each company to broadcast matter 
from the other play, but not its own. 
This is manifestly ridiculous. FRither 
Equity should refuse to permit its mem- 
bers to broadcast at any time—which 
Equity assures us it has no intention of 
doing nor any right to do—or else it 
should permit the member to broadcast 
matter which will help the artist, which 
is another way of saying help the show. 

“We are not discussing the value of 
broadcasting, because that is problemati- 
cal just as every other advertising stunt 
is. The Theatrical Press Representatives 
of America are seeking to have a certain 
rule suspended. They have pointed out 
that Equity has allowed each member 
to act according to his personal wish in 
the matter of salary cutting, but allows 
him no discretion in the matter of what 
he shall use when he is legitimately be- 
fore the microphone.”

WORRYING VAUDE. 


Growth of Movie House Acts 
Causing Unrest in Two-a-Day 
---Changes Expected This 
Summer 


New York, May 1.—Not a little unrest 
exists in the big-time producing ranks of 
the vaudeville field as a result of the 
magnitude at present and the potentiali- 
ties of the motion picture presentation 
field. Offers, it is known, have been made 
several big vaudeville men to resign their 
present connections and go into the new 
field, said by some to be sure to revo- 
lutionize the vaudeville industry in time. 
Prominent among those who have re- 
ceived offers from interests in the picture- 
house field are men connected with the 
Keith-Albee and other circuits. The offer 
Publix made Edward Darling, chief book- 
er of the K.-A. Circuit, is reported on au- 
thority to have been increased within 
the past two weeks. Confirmation of the 
increase and its amount, obviously, is 
unavailable at this time. 

Among the producers, particularly 
those specializing in “name” and flash 
acts, booking exclusively on the big time, 
the temptation to speculate in the new 
presentation field is strong. Most, how- 
ever, plan going thru the summer to see 
how things shape up for the coming sea- 
son. One producer of flash offerings, sell- 
ing his product exclusively on the K.-A. 
and Orpheum circuits, is chary about 
giving up his franchise with the circuits 
for fear the presentation field enthusiasm 
is exaggerated and that it may be over- 
crowded in a very short time. 

On the other hand, the producers fear 
vaudeville may suffer a severe crash asa 
result of the motion picture presentation 
entertainment, and they do not want to 
be on the “wrong side of the fence” when 
the bottom begins to fall out.

For Synchronization + 
Of Movies and Speech 


Chicago, April 29.—That the speak- 
ing possibilities of the stage are soon to 
be added to pictures in an invention just 
perfected and announced yesterday by 
the Western Electric Company in con- 
junction with Warner Brothers Pictures, 
Inc., is predicted by those familiar with 
the new invention. It is said to be a 
system for the synchronization of the 
movies with produced sound, and it has 
been perfected, according to yesterday’s 
announcement, after years of research 
in the laboratories of the Western Elec- 
tric and Bell Telephone companies and 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 

The announcers say the new system is 
a distinct advance in sound reproduction. 
It is based, they say, upon a perfected 
set of electrical instruments which record 
from a distance the voice of actors in 
such a way as to give complete freedom 
of movement and grouping. The perfec- 
tions in the new system appear to be a 
record attached to a loud speaker and a 
reproducing control so regulated as to 
give the illusion that the speakers are 
actors who appear in the picture.

EW YORK, May 3.—The 10th anniversary of the National Vaudeville Artists 
was crowned with success last night when approximately 20,000 people at- 
tended the five big benefit performances given simultaneously at the Metro- 


politan and Manhattan opera houses, Hippodrome, New Amsterdam and Century 


theaters. 

Receipts were unofficially estimated 

around the minimum mark of $225,000, 
including thg proceeds of the sale of 
copies and advertising in the program. 
This was about the same number of pages 
as last year, when $125,000 in advertising 
was carried. The book, which weighs more 
than a pound, cost nearly $50,000 to print 
and bind. 
Two hundred of the best known artists 
from all branches of the amusement field 
took part in the shows, which were fully 
rehearsed in advance, and, consequent- 
ly, ran off as smooth as tho a regular 
gor 10-act bill. Stars from grand opera, 
legitimate stage and concert, as well as 
vaudeville, participated and co-operated 
to the fullest extent. 

Nearly.a hundred fast automobiles care 
ried the acts from one theater to another, 
and, with the benefit of police escort, suc- 
ceeded in arriving on schedule and avoid- 
ing all traffic blockades. 

‘Fred Stone, president of the N. V. A, 
accompanied by his daughter, Dorothy, 
appeared at all five of the shows and 
made a brief speech at each house and 
voiced the gratitude of the absent bene- 
ficiaries.

Hearings -Adjourned 
On Copyright Bill 
Compromise on Miata Clause in Vestal 


Bill Reached Between E. C. Mills 
and Recording Companies 


Washington, May 3.—Hearings before 
the House Committee on Patents on the 
Vestal copyright bill were adjourned 
shortly after a compromise was effected 
between E. Mills, representing the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, and those representing 
the mechanical industry. This com- 
promise related to the important question 
of eliminating the compulsory license 
clause in the recent copyright act, which 
limits the royalties on reproduced phono- 
graph records to two cents each. 


Mr. Beatty, representing the Aeolian 
Company, asked if the copyright owners 
would seek to do business with one con- 
cern and so hurt the other record manu- 
facturers thru the bargaining process, and 
he was assured by Mr. Mills that all re- 
liable companies would receive the same 
rights as given to any other concern, all 
reputable ones, in fact, being entitled to 
the same prices and conditions. 

Should this compromise be favorably 
reported with the bill in the House it 
may be construed as one of the greatest 
advances made in years in behalf of the 
copyright owner, who has long sought 
to.do away with what was termed the 
injustice of the price-fixing clause of the 
present copyright law. 

The Billboard intimated in an exclusive 
story several months ago that the me- 
chanical companies would not fight the 
doing away of the two-cent price limit. 


“Come on, Ruth’’, Stranded 


New York, May 3.—Lester Bryant’s 
production’ of Come on, Ruth, is stranded 
in Detroit without funds.

“Radio and Children’s Concerts 
Aid Good Music,” Says Ganz 


Se eeeeeee 


St. Louis, May 1.—Rudolph Ganz, con- 
ductor of the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra, in an interview given out here 
before leaving for his summer vacation, 
declared that “radio broadcasting is 
flattening the taste for popular jazz 
music by riding it to death and arousing 
a true appreciation of symphony or- 
chestration in the public mind.” Con- 
tinuing, he condemned the jazz composer 
“who can’t compose five bars of his own 
individual music without stealing from 
the great masters of the past.” Ganz 
sees in the manifest appreciation of the 
school children of this city in the special 
concerts given for them an _ indication 
that a new appreciation of music is 
developing and that the coming genera- 
tion will turn attentively to the dignity 
of symphonic orchestration. 

Ganz’ statements were made during 
a meeting of the Symphony Society. The 
campaign committee for the society re- 
ports that pledges for next season were 
$79,078 short of the desired $150,000 and 
that pledges for the following two years 
were $262,811 short. For next winter’s 
concerts $70,922 has been pledged, and 
$187,189 for the two following seasons. 
The women campaign workers are about 
to launch a campaign to “sell the spirit 
of symphony to the hard-headed business 
men of the Chamber of Commerce” in 
an effort to make up the shortages. 


Robert McLaughlin Paid 
In “Student Prince’’ Case 


New York, May 3.—Robert McLaughlin,

McLaughlin sang for the casting direc- 
tors in the New York offices of the 
Shuberts and was engaged to sing the 
tenor role in the company then playing 
in Chicago.

The impossible has been achieved. The 
Provincetown Playhouse has successfully 
presented an opera in English on the tiny 
stage of its little theater in Macdougal 
street. It's true that Orpheus is an “in- 
timate” opera with only three principals, 
but nevertheless the Gluck piece has been 
sung in various opera houses thruout the 
world, including our own Metropolitan, 
where it was first presented in 1891. 

The story itself is a bit dull, being cone 
cerned only with the grief of Orpheus at 
the tomb of his wife Euridice, his coscent 
into the underworld in search of her and 
his finding of her in the Elysian Fields, 
where she dies at a look from him, as 
prophesied. But the music, ranging from 
lamentation to sheer triumph, is always 
interesting, and the second act ballet is 
exceptionally well executed when one con- 
siders the difficulties encountered in stag- 
ing dances on such a restricted platform. 
There is far less jostling and toe treading 
than one might expect. 

tichard Hale, drafted for the title role 
when Mischa Leon died during rehearsals, 
received a deserved ovation for his sing- 
ing of the extremely long part. His 
Orpheus is alive, not wooden, as are so 
many opera characters, and his diction is 
quite good. Hale is the possessor of a 
resonant baritone voice of considerable 
range, and this, together with a splendid 
physique, gives him a commanding stage 
presence. A truly remarkable perform- 
ance, combining the best features of the 
vocal and pantomimic arts. The two 
women principals appear but briefly. 
Lugarda Harling sings Euridice with a 
pleasing voice and with complete under- 
standing of the role. Eros is sung by 
Winifred Spear, a striking personality, 
whose voice is just a bit weak, altho the 
part demands but little. She makes one 
appearance in the first act, which is the 
least interesting of the three acts. 

The chorus, whose enunciation is not as 
clear as is expected when an English score 
is used, is grouped at the proscenium 
doors, which aids in focusing attention on 
the principals and on the ballet. Both 
of these groups show the results of in- 
tensive training by Elsa Findlay. 

James Light is responsible for the stag- 
ing of Gluck’s tragic opera, and he has 
done a thoro, skillful job. The lighting 
is concentrated mostly in spots, which are 
maneuvered quite well.. James Shute de- 
signed the single set which serves for the 


entire performance. It is a beautifully 
simple arrangement of drops and cur- 
tains, with the blue backdrop an especially 


striking creation. The pleasing’ costumes 
were designed by Peter Mearns, and they 
truly portray the spirit of ancient Greece. 
The orchestra provided agreeable ac- 
companiment under the efficient direction 
of Macklin Marrow, who received a large 
share of the spontaneous applause at the 
lose of each aet.

ORPHEUM BOOKINGS FOR 1926-27 
ARE BEGUN EARLY AND ORDERLY 


Western Circuit Getting Under Way in Time To Give New Produc- 
tion Department Sufficient Leeway---Independent Producers 
and Representatives Appear Satisfied So Far 


EW YORK, May 3.—Orpheum Circuit bookings for the coming season are 


proceeding rapidly and in a manner consideré d very satisfactory by the majority 

of production owners and artistes’ representatives, 

Nothing unusual is said to be connected with the laying out of routes for every 
type of offering; in fact, all bookings are nor! ial and about the same as for a some- 


what later period last year. Many name 
acts have been booked, tentatively, in 
some cases, since legit. stars are always 
thought to be temperamental, while some 
bookings are contingent on engagements 
in Broadway productions. One agency 
has had seven such acts routed the past 
week, but is withholding the names for 
the reasons mentioned. Several of the 
stars have asked that their names not be 
given out in connection with vaudeville 
for the time being, as it may preclude 
the possibility of a legitimate stage con- 
tract in the meantime. Most all of the 
contracts are for opening next August. 

Road shows and the rest of the so- 
called unit bills are not hurting the reg- 
ular run of producers or agents, in the 
opinion of the latter, who state that their 
acts have to be used in the shows re- 
gardless of who does the producing of 
the special shows, and that the limited 
number of road shows hardly detracts 
from the number of weeks an act would 
otherwise get over the circuit. 

Altho there was fear in some quarters 
that there were getting to be too many 
angles in the booking of acts, at least 
one independent producer says all such 
rumors are groundless and pointed to his 
own string of bookings, which he laugh- 
ingly said were accomplished despite the 
fact that Dave Gordon, brother of Max, 
was in the agency business himself with 
none other than Joe Woods, brother of 
Mae, head of the Fifth Floor bookers. 
That any agency could sew up a circuit 
or part of it is a mistaken idea, says 
this independent producer. 

The larger vehicles are receiving 
around 24 weeks each. while other acts 
which continue on to affiliated circuits 
such as the Interstate, are being booked 
for 36 and 40 weeks each. However, 
there will be more houses on the circuit 
this coming season, particularly in Chi- 
cago, where there are no less than nine 
Orpheum stands. 

The earlier start in getting under way 
with the bookings is said to be due to 
the necessity of giving the new producing 
department undér Max Gordon's direc- 
tion an opportunity to function in time 
for the opening of the new season. This 
being the only new arrangement in con- 
nection with the Orpheum’s season, ad- 
ditional time is wanted to give the or- 
ganization a chance to feel its way.

Chicago, April 29—That the Keith 
Circuit is planning to acquire the control 
of the Orpheum Circuit is a report here 
that is believed by several close ob- 
Servers of vaudeville matters, The re- 
port, emanating from a_ source that 
commands respectful attention, says that 
the Keith bond issue, mentioned in the 
last. issue of this publication, is to be 
used in part for acquiring a majority of 
the preferred stock of the Orpheum. The 
Keith people are said to already own 
a large amount of this stock, and as the 
stock is on the open market it is pointed 
out that there are probably no pre- 
liminaries in the way of the Keith or- 
ganization buying enough to insure a 
control. 

It is believed here that the reported 
selection of Frank Vincent to succeed 
Harry Singer as the Orpheum’s Coast 
representative reveals a diplomatic move 
on the part of E. F. Albee, head of the 
Keith Circuit, toward paving the way 
and doing some effective missionary 
work among Coast stockholders to 
popularize the Keith way of doing 
things. In this connection it is also 
rumored that Mr. Vincent is in line 
for the presidency of the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit, especially. if his mission as a 
courier for the powers back East proves 
fruitful. Mr. Vincent, who has been 
classed in the past as a Martin Beck ad- 
herent, is said to have been in prime 
favor with Mr. Albee who is reputed to 
judge a man’s fitness for a delicate as- 
Signment with anything but an unprac- 
ticed eye. Therefore, to observers here, 
there is some responsibility attached to 
Mr. Vincent’s Western job, 

It is further said that the written 
agreement between the Keith and Or- 
pheum circuits with respect to the divi- 
sion of territory expired a considerable 


time back, the circuits operating under 
a gentlemen's agreement at the present 
time ard which can be terminated by 


either party to the agreement at will. 
The further fact that Keith has been 
Securing additional houses in Akron and 


Cleveland is beiieved here to indicate a 
be estern trend in Keith affairs and 
plans. 


A further report that has caused inter- 
est here predicts a coalition between 
Pantages and Marcus Loew. It is said 
that Alexander Pantages could use the 
vast Loew organization east of the 
Mississippi River to signal advantage 
in his bookings. On the other hand 
Pantages has organized and powerful 
holdings thruouvt the West that would 
dovetail with the Loew Circuit to a nice- 
ty. Loew started to establish himself in 
the West a few years ago but apparently 
lost interest in that venture. It is also 
said that should Loew and Pantages con- 
solidate, che Keith and Orpheum circuits 
would have no other course left open to 
them but to do _ likewise. However, 
Keith's reported plans for acquiring Ore 
pheum control are said not to be contin- 
gent at the present time on any rumored 
plans of Pantages or Loew. Rather it 
is said that the reported plans of Mr.

Australian Showmen 
To Resist Music Tax 


_ Sydney, Australia, March 30.—A recent 
interview was held between members of 
the Federated Picture Showmen’s Asso 
elation and representatives of the Aus- 
tralasian Performing Rights Association 

Mr. Nathan. president, and Mr. Ea- 
wards, secretary, representing the A. P. 
A.. attended and informed the executive 
that they were a body formed for the 
protection of copyright music. They first 
contemplated putting a tax of six pence 
per seat per annum on all picture thea- 
ters, but after consideration would accept 
one-half of one per cent of the gross 
turnover of each theater. They held the 
copyright of 99 per cent of all music. 
The money was collected to pay the com- 


posers and authors or their trustees. 
When it was pointed out that the ma- 
jority of picture theaters dealt with 


libraries and paid for same Mr. Nathan 
replied that it didn’t cover it, as the 
exhibitor played fhe music in a theater 
where a charge for admission was made. 

It was also pointed out that several 
musical stores mailed music to the ex- 
hibitor asking that certain pieces be 
played, and forwarding a slide stating: 
“The orchestra is now playing so-and-so”. 
Mr. Nathan said that didn’t cover it, that 
the exhibitors offended by having the 
piece played. He stated that the firms 
that are members of his association are 
as follows: Palings, Alberts, Davis, 
Chappells, Allans, Collins, Sam Fox and 
Company, Coles and Nicholsons. 

Mr. Nathan mentioned that the fact 
that playing a piece by roll on a pianola 
also constituted an infringement. 

The president, W. J. Howe, stated that 
the exhibitors would not consider the 
claim of the association, and Mr. Nathan 
said that he would withdraw his offer of 
one-half of one per cent of gross turn- 
over and then withdrew. 

A general meeting of the Picture Show- 
men’s Association was held last Friday. 
Fifty members were present. Al!! had re- 
ceived registered letters with claims from 
Australasian Performing Rights Associa- 
tion. Ltd. After general discussion the 
following resolution was carried: 

“That the matter stand over until 
barristers’ opinion be obtained, and that 
in the meantime inquiries be made re 
supply of non-copyright music, and that 
a meeting be called immediately after 
barristers’ opinion given.”

The Vaudeville Field 


In LONDON 


By “WESTCENT” 


The Tragedy of the Actors’ Association 


ONDON, April 14.—Tragedy it is, the 
more so that it all could have been 
avoided. Badly ld is the sum total of 

it all. The “Chorus G ris’ Charter” of the 
$15-a-week minimum wage was the fet- 
ish, added to which was the unreasonable 
manner in which they waged their cam- 
paigns. The V. A. F., a parallel asso- 
ciation, had identical difficulties to face, 
but steered clear of all these things dur- 
ing the past 20 years. The V. A. FP. 
thru one of its officials ——— to form 
the A. A, when in August, 1918, under 
the chairmanship of the late "Sydn: oy 
Valentine and Honorary Secretary Syd- 
ney Paxton, Monte Bayly addressed a 
mass meeting of the A. A. and explained 
the principles of trade unionism as 
adopted by the V. A. F. and as suitable 
for the actors, that meeting passed a 
resolution agreeing to form into a trade 
union. The A. A. modeled its rules, 
membership books, subscription stamps 
and death levy entirely on the V. A. F. 
plans, but in other things it went to the 
extreme left and listened too much to the 
grumblings of the “unemployables” 
rather than the reasoning of the working 
actor. It may be that the “big men” of 
the then A. A. didn’t like the idea of 
taking advice from “music hall artistes” 
and there you are. 

When Lugg induced the formation of 
the Federal Council, comprised of musi- 
cians and stage crews, there came trouble 
for the three unions. You must remem- 
ber there is a wide gulf as regards the 
status and position of musicians and 
stage crews in America and here. This 
side they are mostly double jobbers, more 
so in the stage crew line, and many of 
the latter are of the worst type of un- 
skilled labor and the pay well under $5 
a week. The maximum wage for musi- 
cians averages at’$15 . A, F. members 
refused to have their contracts jeop- 
ardized under such circumstances, hence 
their adamant objection to any _ such 
alliance. Then when Lugg made his bid 
for domination over the entertainment 
field, using these two organizations to 
achieve his objects, he cut right across 
the V. A. F. Lugg chose Barrow in 
Furness as his battle ground. This is a 
shipbuilding town on the _ northwest 
coast and during the war was a hotbed 
of strikes and communism. Troops were 
once called in to restore order. Lugg got 
the local Trades and Labor Council to 
“black” the V, A. F. card, which brought 
the V. A. F. right up against every trade 
union in the town. It meant the fight 
for life for the V. F., for if Lugg 
succeeded it presaged the setting up of 
a like embargo onthe V. A. F. in 
strategic towns in Great Britain and the 
V. A. F. would not have been able to 
have gotten another member. The man- 
agers saw this also and w hat with meet- 
ings about “white slave traffickers”, etc., 
and the usual flapdoodle, the press was 


kept fully alive. Then was formed the 
Stage Guild ty the managers and the 
majority of the West End actors. From 


that date started the downfall of the A. 
A. The “Red” policy of its officials from 
Luge downwards has been mostly re- 
sponsible. 

The V. A. F. Offer to the A. A. 


Being of the opinion that the actor did 
require a solid organization, ready to 
hand, the V. A. F. executive has offered 
a free transfer to every “active acting” 
member of the A. A, in full benefit at 
the date of the transfer. This means that 
the . A. member woul@ be at once 
eligible for legal protection, loans and 
fire insurance anywhere, and, if the 
necessity arose, the death benefit. The 
V. A. F. would not undertake any case 
relative to matters which had occurred 
prior to the transfer, but would handle 
all matters arising after the transfer. The 

_ A. F., however, makes the distinction 
that it will only accept “active acting” 
members because the A. A. accepted man- 
agers (not “acting"’), stage managers, 
authors, etc. These are not eligible for 
the V. A. F. 


Pros Here and There

Vivian Foster, “The Vicar of Mirth", 
who was flattened out at the Hippodrome, 
Manchester, some weeks ago by the 
crashing of an electric light batten, has 
had a relapse with the consequent can- 
cellation of much work. 

The Edna Mustafa Troupe of Czecho- 
Slovakians are more than satisfied with 
their 16 weeks’ solid run at the Alex- 
andra, Birmingham. A fimily troupe of 
seven at $300 a week means a very good 
saving on the engagement. 

Albert Voyce is away to the Scottish 
Trade Union Congress. Monte Bayly 
has attended it for the past two years. 
This year it will be held in Inverness 
about 550 miles from town. They say 
the fo in Inverness speak the best 
English in Scotland, just like your Bos- 
tonians. 

Norma Telma is quite pleased with his 
reception this side; at least that’s what 
he tells us.

This is a rather pretentious offering 
which with a little better arrangement 
of numbers and staging should prove 
quite an asset to any vaudeville bill. As 
it is, it is moge or less a conglomeration 
of dancing, songs and music, the arrange- 
ment of which seemed to be spoiled prin- 
cipally because the producers tried to 
present something different, 

After a dance by the only man in the 
act and one of the women, of whom there 
are four in all, a singer of the operatic 
type appears in the extreme rear of the 
stage visible thru’a scrim. She com- 
mences to render a number not any too 
well selected and before she is half 
thru the female dancer reappears doing 
a veil dance which tends to break up 
the smoothness of the offering. 

A selection by the pianist follows and 
then the dancer appears with her male 
partner in a gypsy dance bit. The cur- 
tain drops at this juncture, leaving the 
violinist to render her piece in one. The 
second scene depicts a Spanish street 
in carnival regalia. Enters the singer 
who scored much better with her second 


effort, and her success we believe was 
principally because she was not inter- 
rupted. A Spanish dance by the prin- 


cipals in which the rest of the company 
joined closed the offering rather nicely. 
A trick to milk the audience in the 
bows was detected when the man with a 
sweeping gesture introduced each of the 
company _ individually. Several were 
presented to a dying applause which was 
only revived out of sympathy for the 
recipients. Three bows would have been 
plenty, but the existing methods result in 
six.

Ardath witheut a doubt made an 
especial effort to present something new 
in the way of jazz orchestras with his 
present offering which is entitled Sur- 
prises. In all there are 12 members in 
the company besides a young woman 
who is used in several song numbers. 

Originality is the keynote and it is 
particularly emphasized in a number 
called My Dream of the Big Parade, 
which closes the act. In this the girl, 
as a Red Cross nurse, tells of her dream 
in song as the entire orchestra, dressed 
as U. S. soldiers, are vaguely discerned 
thru a scrim marching with measured 
beat that immediately brings to mind 
Kipling’s poem Boots, This is an ex- 
ceedingly impressive bit that is made 
even more Sg by the exceilent lighting 
effects. The girl's singing was the only 
bad spot, being barely audible back of 
the first five rows. However, the sing- 
ing was only secondary and nothing 
seemed to matter but the scenic effect, 
which was "loudly applauded. 

The Prisonér’s Song, sung by one of 
the musicians, also registered big, and 
again an inset scene depicting a cell and 
good lighting played no small part in 
getting the audience into the spirit of 
the number. 

Ardath has an exceptionally fine offer- 
ing of its kind and, continuing with his 
present routine, should have no trouble 
pleasing any type of audience.

c. K. Munro, the Irish playwright, who 
for several years has been known and 
lauded by London in general and by 
George Bernard Shaw, Somerset Maugham 
snd Ashley Dukes in particular, now 
bursts forth on Broadway with the sud- 
den and simultaneous production of two 
plays, Beau-Strings at the Mansfield and 
4t Mrs. Beam’s at the Guild Theater. 
Ffirstnighters were sorely perplexed as to 
Which piece to see first. While At Mrs. 
Beam’s was reported the most successful 
in England, Beau-Strings, hitherto called 
ktorm, had long been promised in New 
York, originally by Robert Milton and 
later by the Actors’ Theater, and the 
aroused curiosity had never been satisfied. 
Being among the most curious, and also not 
unmindful of the painful necessity of taking 
a back seat to the multitude of subscribers 
ta Theater Guild premiere, this reviewer 
visely decided to be At Mrs. Beam’s on 
he second night, and so hied himself first 
o Beau-Strings. The point of view here- 
n set down, therefore, is quite different, 
s most of the premiere fiends attended 
he Guild opening. 

Thus, without comparison, Beau-Strings 
t the Mansfield is a quiet, chatty mus- 
ing that seems a little drawn out for the 
theater but is, nevertheless, enjoyable in 
the same way that certain light but clever 
novels are delightfully pleasant to spend 
an evening with before the warmth of the 


home hearth. The piece is a character 
etching scratched with pungent and il- 
luminating dialog. It is deft, subtle, 


amusingly spiteful, but very thinly dra- 
matic. Supposedly there is a plot, but 
it’s as fine as the author's sense of humor 
when he now and then brings in the sly 
speech: “It is time you did something 
efinite.” His plot never does anything 
efinite. Despite this, in its ambling it is 
ften amusing, and there is a constant 
ecompaniment of keenest observations of 
human relationship. 


The play is mainly a study of two very 
feminine women; one the silly, sticky, 
philanderish sort whose charms are dubi-. 
ous but insistent, and the other the 
Slightly vulgar, blunt, rebellious kind 
that ig decidedly healthy, lovely from tip 
to toe and seductively appealing. The 
former is Miss Gee, who fairly leaps upon 
every man, young or old, married or 
Single, that turns up at the little hotel in 
the down-country watering place where 
the scene is laid. Strangely enough it is 
this role which is played by Estelle Win- 
wood, and not, as one would expect from 
her past performances, the part that is so 
aptly called Storm. She does well with 
it, too, and keeps almost entirely away 
from her former style of sexy entice- 
ment, thereby giving the wiles of Storm 
full play, using merely a restrained touch 
of her sinuousness fo carry out the re- 
quirement of her own characterization in 


which she displays admirable itmagina- 
tion and understanding. Miss Gee is of 
the annoying nature that might easily be 
made unbearable, but Miss Winwood care- 
fully guards against such a mishap while 


as carefully making her acute. 

Joan Maclean is perfect gs Storm, con- 
sidering the part from the producers’ 
stendpoint. If she exhibited any more 
personality or artistry she would walk 
away with the play and Miss Gee, which, 
of course, would not do, with Miss Win- 
wood as the featured player. As it is 
Miss Maclean is full of ilusive charm and 
her acting skillfully concealed behind a 
lear portrayal. She is most attractive 
to look upon (including the moment when 
she challenges the allegation that her legs 
are bowed) and one almost feels that 
she is deserving of a bettes fate than is 
meted out to her at the end of the play. 
Lycnel Watts, too, is excellent as the 
Shy and preoccupied Blount, who finally 
decides not to leave his good wife for 
either of the fair ladies, bowed or other- 
Wise. C. Stafford Dickens plays the only 
other part of any proportions and he 
handles it capably but with perhaps a 
little too much: overaffectation. 

The remaining roles are small and 
mainly atmospheric. They are carried 
cut with lesser and varying degrees of

ability by Essex Dane, Marguerite St. 
John, Stanley Howlett, Margaret Wilt- 
shire, Clarence Derwent, T. A, Hamilton 
and Maud Ainslie, and on the whole are 
generally weak, tho the author has pro- 
vided stimulating material. The direction 
is satisfactory, but not particularly dis- 
cerning or efficient, and the single setting 
is nicely enough conceived, tho rather 
cheaply executed. 

Beau-Strings is an intelligent comedy 
that will be appreciated by a certain 
audience, but it is doubtful that the great 
American public will put up with its 
thinness and its lack of definite punch.

An inept, crudely written little comedy, 
entitled Friend Indeed, has found shelter 
in the “walk-a-flight” Central Park Thea- 
ter. It is a comedy of newspaper life, 
written by Clayton Hamilton and Bern- 
hard Voight, and is being presented by 
Mary Forrest, a playbroker, who also di- 
rected the piece. The play is impossible 
from every angle—even the lighting is 
bad—and the shouting in which most of 
the troupe indulges is carried on by the 
stagehands during the two intermissions. 

The rise of the curtain plunges the 
story into the middle of a most unreal 
love affair between “Owls”, the cub re- 
porter, ‘and the stenographer in the office 
of The Morning Star, which appears to 
be the literary paper of Tarkington, Ind. 
The newspaper is about to be geized for 
failure to meet a note when the “friend 
indeed” dashes madly onto the set with- 
out warning and proceeds to bring the 
paper to life by inventing a theft of the 
prized snuffbox of the leading citizen. This 
provides the “scoop” necessary to build 
up the circulation and revive the adver- 
tising, because the robbery is announced 
in what the editor quaintly refers to as 
“three-inch type”. One shudders to think 
how a real story would be handled in this 
most unreal newspaper office where there 
are no typewriters in sight. The main 
love theme between the “friend” and the 
daughter of the leading citizen is con- 
summated in the first act, and of course 
the 1. c. is won over to the righteous cause 
for which the editor has been fighting. 
That is the whole story of the anemic 


lot. 

° The acting in most cases is as bad as 
the play. Roland Hogue tears his way 
thru the role of the “friend” in the boister- 
ous spirit of farce, which would be all 
right if the rest of the cast played in the 
same key. He is always a leap ahead 
of everybody else and must pause and 
wait for the hard-working company to 
catch up with him. Ruth Easton lends 
ber decorative presence to the play, and 
that about lets her out, as there is no 
depth to her yaperesantin, of the girl 
who loves .the “friend indeed”. The lead- 
ing citizeh is given a noisy, roaring por- 
trayal by Ashley Cooper, who reads his 
part as tho he were playing in the huge 
Century Theater. In the role of Parker, 
the president of the bank, Earle Craddock 
forgets many of his lines and is given to 
pouting and other annoying grimaces that 
are absolutely foreign to the character 
he is playing. 

The role of the editor of The Star is 
made by the authors to be a dull, uninter- 
esting individual, and Joaquin Souther 
plays it just that way. Once again the 
author is at fault. not the actor. Theo-

dore St. John gives

shell glasses and by appearing to be

rently enjoys. Arthur H. Allen is cas 
a the ‘smart-alee Star reporter. While 
one realizes that this is a particularly 
atrocious piece of writing, it is realized 
at the same time that Allen is very bad. 
He doesn’t fit into the pictures, being 
merely content to assume a position in 


center stage, delivers his annoying lines 
in a crude manner and then retires. Con- 
Stance Cameron tries hard to be the gum- 
chewing, Slangy stenographer that the 
script calls for, and falls a bit short. 
A boob detective has been injected into 
the plot, after the manner employed in 
The Gorilla, The Creaking Chair and 
other mystery melodramas where comic 
relief is needed. But in this innocuous 
trifle, no such character is necessary, and 
Thomas McElhany is consequently off 
key with his sideburns and frock coat. 
His brogue seems authentic enough. Ger- 
trude Maurin appears briefly as the maid 
and as copy girl in the newspaper office. 

Many of the faults in the production 
are due to the ordinary direction, but no 
director in the world could do much with 
a comedy that contains for one of its 
funniest lines such a “gem” as “I de- 
cided to learn undertaking.” “Under- 
taking what?” Several references are 
made to the snowstorm outside, but ap- 
parently the snow was brushed from the 
shoulders of the players as they made 
their entrances. The scenery by Physioc 
has apparently been repainted, and the 
furniture in the drawing room is an eye- 
sore, About the only good word that one 
can say for this production is that the 


play is clean.

The year nas not been particularly suc- 
cessful, but this latest production should 
in many respects prove remunerative. 
While its predecessors have been inter- 
ésting and worthy, in general they have 
been too profound to meet with popular 
favor. And even an experimental theater 
must lighten the burden of its patrons 
occasionally. The current offering was 
probably calculated to be one of the 
occasions and as such it is a huge sue- 
cess, with the promise of being the 
Guild’s biggest success of the season. 

. K. Munro, with his charming play 
of lightest mood, is not by any means 
the only contributor, however. Jean 
Cadell, especially imported for the oc- 
casion, displays talents uncommonly rare 
and gives a performance that surpasses 
anything seen on the New York stage in 
many a moon. And the balance of the 
east is not far\behind. 

At Mrs. Beam's is_ considerably 
stronger than Beau-Strings, by the same 
author and opening on the same night. 
There is the same weakness in thinness 
of plot, but to a much lesser degree. 
There is the same talkativeness, but in 
this case the chatter is even more bril- 
liant. If Beau-Strings is 
amusing for its type of character com- 
edy, At Mrs. Beam’s rises to the super- 
lative. With its astute ng of the 
quite everyday, yet distinctive, boarders 
at Notting Hill Gate and its priceless 
humor of speech and small habits, the 
piece jis generous entertainment. Munro’s 
characters are uncannily lifelike and the 
Guild players give them full value. He is 
especially interested in Miss Shoe, a 
happy, prying spinster who can talk 
any bridge game to q draw. This gabby 


old dear it is who imagines the handsome \. 


young Frenchman and his wife, just 
come to Mrs. Beam’s lodgings, to be the 
notorious Parisian Bluebeard that has 
quartered and sliced some 39 beautiful 
victims recently, according to late edi- 
tions of the yellow sheets. She has a 
lovely thrilf playing sleuth and exposer- 
ess to the audience of her _fellow- 
boarders for several days, but in the end 
it turns out that the couple are un-

LE ROY COX DIES FROM BURNS 
RECEIVED IN GASOLINE BLAST 


Member of Billy Fortner’s Comedians Injured Near Burleson. Tex.--- 
Loss of Truck and Equipment Estimated at More 
Than $1,500 


ANGER, Tex., May 1.—Death stalked Le Roy Cox while driving one of the 
trucks of Billy Fortner’s Comedians from Burleson to Sanger this week. The 
show had completed a week’s engagement at the former town and was moving 


to Sanger a week ago Monday. 


There are five trucks in the Fortner caravan and about three miles from 


Burleson it is believed that gasoline 
sloshed out thru an uncapped tank and 
caught fire from the exhaust on the 
truck driven by Cox. The young man 
is said to have fought the flames until 
the gasoline exploded, enveloping both 
the truck and him in flames. By the 
time help from the other trucks arrived 
Cox was badly burned and the machine, 
with its contents, including 200 folding 
chairs, front ticket office, electrical equip- 
rent and reserved ticket stand, was 
destroyed. 


Cox was taken tc Burleson, where 
physicans gave first aid and then ordered 
him taken to a hospital in Fort Worth. 
A valiant effort was made by physicians 
at the Southwestern Hospital there to 
save the man’s life, but the burns were 
so serious that early last Wednesday 
morning he died. . 


After Cox had been taken to Burleson 
the remiainderz of the show continued on 
to Sanger, where a performance was 
given Monday night. The truck which 
was destroyed was a part of the stage, 
but the vehicle formerly used for the 
vaudeville was connected with the two 
other dramatic trucks and the specialties 
were given back of the olio. Billy Fort- 
ner, owner of the show, estimates his 
loss at more than $1,500. 

Funeral services for Cox, who was 19, 
were held in Sanger Wednesday at 3 
o'clock. Every member of the company 
attended.

Incorporating of Rep. Shows 


Considered a Possibility

Chicago, May 1.—Would the _ incor- 
Porating of all the tent repertoire 
shows into one compact, business- 


like organization be beneficial to the 
owners? Some tent managers of long 
experience and who are rated as suc- 
cessful believe it would be just the 
thing. Four of these managers and a 
Billboard reporter sat in the office of a 
theatrical legal expert here Wednesday. 
They talked and the reporter made a 
a notes. Names are withheld at this 
time. 

“It took the movie people to figure out 
a clear-cut business system.” said one 
manager, “and the movie system works. 
The tent repertoire managers should in- 
corporate as a body and work under one 
executive head. They would get some- 
where by copying the methods of other 
industries that have made a success in 
collective and co-operative endeavor.” 

The other three managers all wanted 
to know how the stock would be ap- 
portioned in such a case, 

“One way to do it,” replied the first 
speaker, “would be for all managers to 
pool their outfits and reputations as 
showmen, the value of which would be 
fixed by a board of appraisal. The value 
of the outfit could be easily determined; 
the value of the reputation is a more 
delicately balanced subject but it is be- 
ing done every day in other lines of 
endeavor. Each manager would share 
in the profits at the end of the season 
a — to his value and holdings of 


“It isn’t a new idea except in the 
repertoire field,”” said a second man- 
ager. “It might be feasible and if it was 
done each manager should continue in 
the same territory in which he has 
already been successful. Also, the cover- 


ing of the territory could be regulated 
thru such an organization as the average 
country town should not have more than 
three tent repertoire shows qa season in 
justice to both the towns and the shows.” 

“There would be a competent central 
office,” suggested another manager, “and 
all money each week would be sent there 
and all salaries would be paid from 
there. Ani, another thing, the irre- 
sponsible ‘fly-by-night’ rep. organizations 
would be driven out of the territory. 
That alone would justify the entire un- 
dertaking.” 

There was _ considerable discussion 
concerning the shows owned by thoroly 
well-meaning managers that often “flop. 
What about them"? 

“Well,” said one of the speakers, 
“you know what the ‘burleycue’ shows 
used to do about that very thing and 
perhaps do yet. When a show slipped, 
a competent man or men was sent to 
look things over, diagnese the case, order 
the cure, make the necessary changes 
and get the show going again. And they 
didn’t wait long to do it. There couldn't 
be any flat failures under one big in- 
corporation.”’ 

“The repertoire field in general offers 
bigger possibilities each year.” spoke up 
one of the managers, “and for that very 
reason the ‘fly-by-nights’ by hundreds 
are always taking a chance at it. A 
lot of them are terrible and the wretched 
shows they offer ‘burn up’ a lot of good 
towns for responsible showmen. Tf in- 
corporating all the reputable shows will 
rid the field of irresponsibles thru put- 
ting the business on a businesslike and 
systematic basis I feel that the subject 
should be brought to the attention of all 
of the recognized shows at once for their 
consideration.”

RALPH LYFORD’S OPERA 
GIVEN WORLD PREMIERE 
“Castle Agrazant’’, Winner of Prize for 


Best American Work, Is Presented by 
Cincinnati American Opera Foundation 


Castle Agrazant, the American opera 
by Ralph Lyford which won first prize 
in the contest conducted three years ago 
by the National Federation of Musical 
Clubs, was given its world premiere last 
Thursday evening at Music Hall, Cincin- 
nati, by the Cincinnati American Opera 
Foundation. The event was the feature 
of the music conventions being held in 
Cincinnati. Prominent musicians from 
40 different States were in attendance, 
and the performance was repeated Fri- 
day night. Good audiences were present 
at both presentations of the work and 
much enthusiasm was displayed. 

Lyford has sald that he conceived the 
idea of writing his opera after reading a 
medieval romance, and the action takes 
place in an imaginary region of Northern 
France shortly after the last Crusade. 
The story, a rather simple affair, free 
from the customary operatic complica- 
tions, revolves principally around Rich- 
ard of Agrazant, a Crusader; Isabeau, 
his wife, who longs for the return of her 
lord, and Goeffrey of Lisiac, the rejected 
suitor of Isabeau. These roles are played 
by Forrest Lamont, Olga Forrai and 
Howard Preston, respectively. The other 
programed parts are a Young Boy, supg 
by Fern Bryson; an Old Minstrel, by 
Italo Picchi; a Herald, by Moody De 
Veux, and a Knight of Lisiac, by 
Herman Wordemann. 


Lyford appeared in the three-fold role 
of composer, librettist and director, with 
the orchestra made up of members of the 
Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, and a 
chorus of Cincinnati voices? 


The score, like the story, is modern in 
construction, tho not enough to” antag- 
onize those with conventional tastes. 
The music is an integral part of the 
drama and it is conceived in the manner 
of all modern music, the vocal and in- 
strumental score so interwoven as to 
make each dependent upon the other. 
Generally speaking, the score is heavy 
and slow of motion. This, coupled with 
the lack of dramatic action in some 
spots, prevents the work from being pro- 
foundly moving. Nevertheless it is in- 
teresting and holds attention right aeong 
by the solid musical values of the score. 


The cast, with the exception of Mme. 
Forrai and Italo Picchi, was made up of 
American singers and all of them were 
very successful in their respective roles. 
Mme. Forrai sang beautifully. Lamont’s 
part was not very extensive in a vocal 
way, but he made much of it just the 
same. Preston gave a fine dramatic per- 
formance, and Miss Bryson, a young 
student, made an excellent impression 
with her njce diction. The orchestra 
gave brilliant interpretation to the score, 
and the settings designed by Philip 
Lyford and painted by John Costano pro- 
vided a handsome and effective back- 
ground. 

According to an unofficial statement, 
the directors of the Cincinnati Opera 
Foundation are well satisfied with the 
result of their first effort. Altho they 
had hoped for a profit they realize that 
the probable deficit could hardly be 
avoided in an enterprise of such magni- 
tude, and they are encouraged to con- 
tinue their plans for the production of at 
least one new American opera each year. 


Chicago Creates Scholarship 
In Honor of Frederick Stock 


In appreciation of Frederick Stock’s 
services both as conductor of the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra and in promoting a 
better appreciation of good music in the 
city of Chicago there hag been created a 
scholarship fund, to be known as the 
Frederick A. Stock Scholarship. At the 
conclusion of the final symphony concert 
by the Chicago Symphony Orchestra a 
eheck for $12,000 was presented to Mr. 
Stock by a committee composed of Chi- 
cago people prominent in the business as 
well as musical world. The gift is to 
form the nucleus of a trust fund, the in- 
come from which shall be used to defray 
the cost of the musical education of 
students, witl®a preference for those who 
wish to study the less usual orchestral 
instruments; that is, the woodwinds. Mr. 
Stock as long as he holds the post of con- 
ductor of the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra will select the students to be helped thru 
this fund.

For Civic Musical Festival 


As a result of the phenomenal success 
of Boston’s first Music Week last year 
there was formed the Civic Music Asso- 
ciation, Inc., of Boston, and the New 
England Music Festival Association, and 
these two organizations have completed 
plans for the 1926 festival. This festival 
will feature group participation thru 
choral, band and orchestra concerts and 
will be held May 9 to 29. An ensemble 
choir concert by the best choirs frem all 
the churches of Greater Baston wil! com- 
bine for the opening concert on Sunday 
afternoon, May 9, at Symphony Hall, and 
on the same afternoon the new Civic 
Symphony Orchestra, composed of the 
alumnae members of high schools and 
others of all trades and professions, will 
make its premiere appearance at Jordon 
Hall. The public school children of 
Boston, comprised of 2,000 selected voices 
from 20 schools and accompanied by the 
High-School Symphony Orchestra, will 
demonstrate the work done in the public 
schools in music at a concert Tuesday 
afternoon, May 18. Last year the first 
band and orchestra conclave brought 
1,700 junior bands and orchestra players 
from 38 towns of New England, and it 
is expected this number will be greatiy 
increased at the second conclave and 
contest to be held at fhe Arena and on 
Boston Common Saturday, May 22. The 
Women’s Clubs’ Choral Concert takes 
place at Symphony Hall Friday, May 14, 
and the entries include the New State 
Chorus of 100 voices of the Massachuset-s 
Federated Choral Society, the McDow=!! 
Club Chorus, the Women’s Combined 
Choruses of Beverley. Swampscott and 
Reading, the Community Club Chorus of 
Newton, the Westboro Club Chorus and 
the Women’s Republican Club. An inter- 
esting event of the festival will be a con- 


cert on May 13 in Jordon Hall by the 


splendid chorus of 106 trained voices of 
the Perkins Institute for the Blind. On 
a date yet to be decided will occur the 
first appearance of the newly organized 
chorus of the best colored choirs and best 
solo artists of the colored race in Boston 
in a combined group for the singing of 
folk songs and Negro Spirituals. On 
Saturday morning at the State House 
occurs a demonstration by the harmonica 
bands, and the climax of the Civic Music 
Festival will be a festival of choruses 
on Sunday, May 23, in Symphony Hall, 
in which more than a score of choral 
societies from Greater Boston and New 
England will present a program consist- 
ing of many of the oratorio numbers 
familiar to the general public. Two band 
concerts are arranged for the Boston 
Common for May 9 and 16, and thes¢« 
are sponsored by the Park Commission 
and the American Federation of Musi- 
cians. The object of this festival, accord- 
ing to the statement of the committee, 
is to encourage and support school music 
and provide public recognition; also to 
foster the organization of choral and 
glee clubs, to build annual festivals ‘or 
open demonstration and assist in the 
development of school bands, civic bands 
and orchestras.

Scene 5—An elaborate garden set for 
Straight Mack and Danny Murphy in his 
eccentric Dutch comique characterization 
in a fast. furious, funny dialog on Dying 
To Live, Who’s the Boss?, and Danny dis- 
robing for Crying for Clothes, Soubrets 
Dixon, Leonard, Clark and Chorister Jackie 
Diamond. Comique Murphy’s revelation 
of feminine negligee went over for a wow. 

Scene 6—Hotel corridor for the “wrong- 
door” bit, with Bert Matthews, the bell- 
hop; Comiques Wilson and Evanson, the 
key-hole peepins; French Count Browning 
and Ada Christie, the honeymooners, and 
Isabel Van, the somnambulist, for a laugh- 
evoking bit of clean and clever comedy. 
Soubret Beth Clark led the choristers in 
an ensemble number and_ interpolated 
Clark’s dancing specialty, followed by Joe 
Murphy, the Charleston exponent, for en- 
cores. 

Scene 7—A drape for Straight Mack to

Murphy on Soubrets Dixon and Leonard,

Forte’s sentimental emotional recital 
was sufficiently thrilling in its dramatic 
intensity to hold not only the audience but 
his coworkers spellbound until his last note 
died out to the passing of “the big parade” 
of 24 choristers in one-piece white-silk 
bathing suits, steel helmetted, carrying 
regulation army rifles and keeping step 
with military precision, augmented by 
Red Cross nurses, Salvation Army lassies 
and the usual camp followers. The part- 
ing of the semi-cyc. revealed a tableau 
that was a classic for any production, 
Broadway or burlesque. To those that 
conceived, the seene and developed it into 
its materialization, and to Dan Dody, who 
directed the drill of the choristers, bur- 
lesque owes a debt.

Straight Mack, promoting a _ rubber 
mine and exhibiting the comeback slap 
in the face to Comiques Murphy and 
Evanson, was a laughgetter extraordinary. 

Another Dody novelty production of en- 
sembles brought on Soubret Leonard and 
eight of Isabel Van’s Dolls on the run- 
way, followed by Soubret Clark with eight 
choristers; Soubret Almond with eight 
choristers, Soubret Dixon with eight 
choristers, in their respective turns, fol- 
lowed by Isabel Van leading the entire 
ensemble of 24 choristers for repeated 
encores that -sent the Misses Van, Dixon, 
Clark, Leonard and Almond on the run- 
way ensemble for uproarious applause 
from a delighted audience. 

Straight Forte and Comique Evanson 
evoked. much laughter with their “How 
smart are you?” cross-fire patter, followed 
by “Getting the Girls”, in which they 
were aided materially by Prima Christie. 

Comique Evanson, singing a slow, sen- 
timental ballad, proved title to vocalist 
par excellence, and the same is applicable 
to Straight Forte singing harmony with 
Evanson. 

Soubret Almond, as the mermaid, as- 
tonished her numerous admirers when, for 
the first time since coming into bur- 
lesque, she appeared on the stage in black- 
silk tights, a one-piece bathing suit that 
gave a great flash of her petite modelesque 
form that would delight theacritical eye 
of a sculptor, while leading a bathing- 
suit song number, with the ensemble 
similarly costumed. 

Scene 2—A drape for Browning as the 
devil to tempt Comiques Evanson and 
Wilson to fall for women kisses. Soubret 
Almond, in a singing and acrobatic 
dancing specialty, could have held the 
stage indefinitely. Isabel Van and Her 
Dancing Dolls on runway enabled Isabel 
to discard an ostrich-feathered*cape for a 
flash of her slender, symmetrical form in 
white-silk union suit that brought re- 
peated calls and floral tributes in plenty. 

Lowell Gordon in tux, attire in a sing- 
ing specialty was emotionally dramatic 
while rendering Pal of My Cradle Days.

New York, May 1.—A theatrical journal 
(not The Billboard) caused rumors and 
counter rumors aplenty during the past 
week relative to conditions on both cir- 
cuits.

report that Sidman will operate the York- 
ville Theater for a summer season of bur- 
lesque stock. 


Sam A. Scribner, president and general 
manager of the Columbia Amusement 
Company, on Thursday confirmed the 
rumor that Lou Talbot would produce and 
operate two shows on the circuit next sea- 
son, The Gorilla and White Cargo, there- 
by dispensing with the presentation of 
Wine, Woman and Song. 


Gladys Vaughan, late ‘of Sim Williams 
Company on the Columbia Circuit, was 
engaged thru the office of Milt Schuster 
in Chicago to leave her home in Detroit for 
Providence to open with Fred Clark’s 
summer season of burlesque stock at the 
Empire Theater. On her arrival in New 
York en route to Providence she was ad- 
vised that Clark was not in a position to 
open in Providence, and she is now seek- 
ing reimbursement for’ transportation 
from Clark, who is decidedly evasive. 


The complaint against Clark should be 
fully investigated by Sam A. Scribner, and 
the complaint against Wakefield by I. H. 
Herk. It was similar complaints from

John 
Quigg handled several classy-clothed 
characters in scenes like a thoroly sea- 
soned actor of ability, and stood out dis- 
tinctively as an accordion-playing, show- 
stopping specialist who could have held 
up the show indefinitely in response to 
the repeated recalls that finally left him 
exhausted.

We caught this show at. Hurtig & 
Seamon’s in the early part of the season 
during its reconstruction. A descript ve 
review of the production and presenta- 
tion at that time would have been an 
injustice to the producers and _per- 
formers alike, therefore we caught ‘it 
prior to its close of season and found 
that there had been a reconstruction of 
scenic equipment, a reorganization of 
company and a bg improvement in the 
presentation that compares favorably 
with the real burlesque type of presenta- 
tion on the circuit.

As a result of the popularity and 
growth of presentations in motion picture 
houses, the problem of differentiat.ng be- 
tween this type of entertainment and 
vaudeville has arisen. Misunderstandin ; 
on the part of the Cleveland local of the 
International Alliance as to the classi- 
fication of the entertainment at the Allen 
Theater, Cleveland, a Loew motion pic- 
ture house booking high-class presenta- 
tions, made it necessary for I. A. officials 
to proceed to the Ohio city and settle 
the matter. The local insisted that the 
theater be classed as a vaudeville house, 
thereby requiring the employment of an 
extra man. William F. Canavan, presi- 
dent, and Harry Sherman, vice-president, 
of the Alliance, ruled that the Allen was 
a “de luxe motion picture house”, not a 
vaudeville theater, and consequently did 
not require an extra hand. The house 
has been playing big attractions, some 
of them out of vaudeville, including Sissle 


and Blake, Olga Petrova, Harry wney 
and Grace La Rue. 
In the settlement of the long con- 


troversy between the Manchester, N. H., 
local of the International A.liance and 
the Keith-Albee Circuit for the employ- 
ment of an extra man at the Palace The- 
ater, K.-A. house at Manchester, de- 
manded by the local follow ng the in- 
crease of the bills from five to six acts 
this season, the local is to be paid the 
salary of the extra man from September 
1, the date the contract was to have gone 
into force. The Palace dpopped ts vaude- 
ville programs on April 12 and is now 
playing stock. With the change came a 
settlement of the delayed negotiai ons 
reimbursing the local union for the salary 
for the extra man, whieh it has paid 
since September 1. The negotiation.« 
were delayed since that date because 
of the inability of J. J. Murdock, who 
hands all labor matters for the K.-A. 
Circuit, to take up the Manchester mat- 
ter. Negotiations for new contracts were 
not settled in many other towns in whi-n 
Keith-Albee operates theaters until long 
after September 1, but an understandin: 
exists between Murdock and the Inter- 
nationa! Alliance that if they are unable 
to agree finally on labor demands, the 
salary increase or different working con- 
ditions are to be made retroactive from 
the date the contract was to have gone in 
force. The I. A. concedes the delay in 
view of the fact that Murdock has always 
shown himself to be more than fair to 
organized labor. This year he granted 
increases that were beyond fondest ex- 
pectations of the locals receiving them. 


The road-call list of the International 
Alliance is diminished by four theaters 
as a result of successful efforts to bring 
about settlements of the controversies 
that caused their issuance. They are the 
Palace and Winter Garden, at James- 
town, N. Y¥., which have been on the 
“unfair” list since October 14, 1925; the 
Arcade Theater, Connellsville, Pa., which 
was placed on the list March 5, and the 
Grang Theater, at Bradford, Pa., the 
management of which obviated the road 
cali. issued to take effect April 26, by 
settling the controversy on April 20. 
Against these lifted calls is an extension 
of the call against the Criterion Theater, 
at Tonkawa, Ok., to cover the Empire and 
Rialto theaters “at this point. The ex- 
tension takes effect immediately.

Contract Situation 
Reaching Bad Stage 


Pathe, F. B. O. and United Ar- 
tists Follow Others With 
Clauses of Their Own--- 
Exhibitors Warned Not 
To Sign Contracts 
for Fall Product 


New York, May 3.—With three more 
film companies — Pathe, Film Booking 
Offices and United Artists — adding 
clauses of their own to the Standard 
Exhibition Contract in an effort to evad 
its letter, indicating that the Hays group 
as well as a few independent producers 
do not pian to live up to the agreement 
as adopted a few months ago and ratified 
by the Hays organization, a warning to 
exhibitors thruout the United States has 
gone out from the Motion Picture The- 
ater Owners of America to refrain from 
signing any contraets for fall pictures 
until after the convention in Los Angeles 
in June, when the matter will be taken 
up at length. 

The move of the fihm companies to 
change the structure of the contract by 
adding their own clauses in practically 
all of which is seen some kind of “joker”, 
is construed im exhibitor circles as an 
effort on the part of the Hays crowd to 


bring about a general battle and then 
in an effort at settlement insist on a 
compromise. Thereby they would gain 


at least half of the clauses of their own 
making which they are now trying to 
put over on the theater owners. 

Another step in their campai to 
“have their own way” is seen in Roigh 
M. Seider’s warning to exhibitors that 
he has reliable information that pictures 
of the past season are being re-sold as 
new product. He declares feature pic- 
tures that have been booked during the 
Past few months but not delivered have 
been held back with the intention of 
palming them off on the exhibitor as 
brand-new product at bigger money dur- 
ing the coming season. 

The clauses that have been added to 
centracts thus far w:thout notifying the 
theater owner or exhibitor organizations, 
including the M. P. T. O. A., would ap- 
proximate 20,000 words if published in 
full. The F. B. O. addition would in- 
crease the time from one year to 16 
months in which the photoplays under 
contract shall be delivered and played. 
A number of regional distributors in the 
New York zone have formulated a simi- 
lay clause, 


Pathe’s additions would give the con- 
traet perpetuity unless canceled by either 
party on 30 days’ notice, thus binding the 
exhibitor indefinitely to Pathe product, 
whether good or bad. Other Pathe 
clauses provide for percentage; guaran- 
tee and percentage; for the price of ad- 
mission the exhibitor is obliged to charge 
and a suspension of the free list; pro- 
visions for the purchase by the exhibitor 
of advertising in qa specified amount and 
provisions for spending q specific amount 
for newspaper advertising. 

United Artists’ two clauses, among 
other things, would compel the exhibitor 
to pay for the picture within 14 days 
prior to its playing instead of three 
days. and give the distributor the right 
to accept the particular application for 
picture while rejecting a concurrent ap- 
plication. 


From all indications, according to Mr. 
Seider, the big distributors and producers 
have made up their minds they will 
not live up to the new contract. 


Universal Acquires Chain 
Of Middle-Western Theaters

May 1.—Universal Chain 
" Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Universal Pictures, has just acquired 
the Capitol Enterprise string of houses 
in Iowa, Kansas and Missouri, number- 
ing 13.

Berlin News Lette 


By O. M. SEIBT ¥! 


ERLIN, April 15.—The American 

moving picture industry has taken 

a further step this week toward the 
complete conquest of Germany. Gus S. 
Schlesinger, general manager of the 
foreign department of Warner Brothers 
Pictures, Inc., announced that he had 
closed an agreement with the Bruck- 
mann Film Company of Berlin, giving that 
concern a monopoly of the distribution 
thru Germany of all outstanding pictures 
produced during the years 1925 and 1926. 
The Bruckmann concern being a com- 
bination of German-American capital, 
the Warner Brothers, by the terms of 
the new contract, are enabled to cover 
a huge field of distribution with their 


films. At a luncheon given at the Adlon, 
Schlesinger announced that pictures 
valued at $15,000,000 would be im- 


mediately released in Germany, beginning 
April 27 with The Sea Beast, featurin 
John Barrymore. This is to be followe 
by Ernest Lubitch’s picture Lady Win- 
dermere’s Fan. It will bea 50-50 arrange- 
ment, as the Warner Brothers have 
pledged to take an equal number of films 


handled by the Bruckmann concern for 
distribution in the States. With Famous 
Players, Metro-Goldwyn and _ United 


Artists already in the field, the entrance 
of Warner Brothers completes the placing 
of the German moving picture market un- 
der American influence and will add to 
the tremendous popularity which Amer- 
ican films already have with the German 
public. 

Mme. Sigrid Onegin, who recently com- 

leted a successful American concert tour, 

as just arrived in Berlin and will give 


her first concert under Bruno Walters’ 
leadership with the Philharmonic Orches- 
tra April 17. 


The new Gloria Palace, Berlin's most 
beautiful cinema de luxe, is not a finan- 
cial success. Not one of the films shown 
there, and this would include several 
American products, made any money. The 
too close proximity of the UFA Palace 
am Zoo and the new Capitol are blamed. 
Now it is proposed to run grand opera 
at the Gloria Palace. The Civic Opera 
at Charlottenburg has made an offer to 
the UFA, but the terms asked, $15,000 
rent per month, staggered those who are 
eager to see grand opera on Kurfuersten- 
damm. 

The much-abused salary convention of 
Berlin’s Legitimate Managers’ Associa- 
tion has been renewed for another year, 
very much against the wishes of the 
prominent star actors. The managers 
declare it an absolute necessity in view 
of the fantastic demands of some of the 
actors, especially considering the con- 
tinued outcry for lower taxes in the 
amusement trade and cheaper admissions. 
Very often the tax authorities have 
pointed to the exaggerated salaries paid 
to a number of actors and flatly refused 
any tax reduction as long as such salaries 
are paid to people who earn additional 
large coin in the movie trade. 

The Central Theater, the original home 
of musical comedy in Berlin, becomes a 
cinema next season. The same fate hits 
the Theater am Nollendorf Platz. Within 
the past 12 months six local legitimate 
theaters have been devoured by the film. 

Max Reinhardt. who together with 
Managers Barnowsky and Roberts has 
formed an important agreement concern- 
ing the future of the Deutsches, the 
Kammerspiele, the Theater in der Konig- 
fraetzer Str., the Komoedienhaus_ and 
the Tribune, has acquired Israel Zang- 


will’s new play We Moderns, which he 
will produce early next month. 

Another Berlin cabaret de luxe has 
closed down, Rakete jin Kant Str., man- 
aged by Paul Schneider-Duncker. This 
makes the fourth within a month. The 


reason—poor business. 

Tourist figures now being received by 
steamship company officials in Berlin and 
elsewhere in Germany clearly indicate 
than an unprecedented number of Ameri- 
cans this summer will come to Germany 
for visits varying in duration from a few 
days to several weeks. If such. figures 
are in themselves sufficient evidence of 
an impending American rush to Germany 
there is little consolation for the amuse- 
ment trade. With the exception of Luna 
Park. the Scala, Kroll's Opera House and 
perhaps a score of legitimate theaters, 
there will soon be a general closing down 
in Berlin’s show business.

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RESTRAINT OF TRADE 


Hardly a week passes that The Biil- 
board does not hear of a case where a 
motion picture theater operator is prac- 
ticing restraint of trade in one form or 
another. 

The most popular method seems to 
be that of getting control of all the thea- 
ters in a locality and then closing every 
house except one, thus forcing the pub- 
lic to take what is offered or go with- 
out. 

Wherever a situation of this kind ex- 
ists you are sure to find the public 
being assailed with inferior motion pic- 
tures at excessive prices of admission, 
while the theater owner and his as- 
sociates reap exorbitant profits. 

A monopoly of this kind, aside from 
depriving the public of good moving 
pictures and a choice in the selection 
of what it prefers, serves to reduce the 
quantity, price and exchange of films, 
particularly the films put out by the in- 
dependent producers. This, however, is 
something for the motion picture in- 
dustry to think about. 

As far as the public is concerned, 
there is a way to wipe out the restraint 
evil. 

Whenever a motion picture theater 
owner ties up a locality, stirs up an- 
tagonism for traveling attractions of all 
kinds, and tries to force his cheap pic- 
tures on the public at high prices, the

Further enlightenment is at hand in 
connection with the stock possibilities 
of plays under the new basic agreement 
between the dramatists and the man- 
agers. 

According to the revised copy of the 
agreement, which recently came off the 
press, the sale of the film rights cannot 
take place until the manager has pre- 
sented the play “under his own direc- 
tion for 75 performances, or, in the 
alternative, for three consecutive weeks, 
or, in case, of repertoire, 24 times, in 
New York City within six months (not 
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including June, July and August) after 
the first performance of the play.” 

The author and the producer together 
are to fix the time for release of the 
film rights. In the event they do not 
agree, “no release shall take place until 
one year after the play is released for 
stock, at which time the pictures shall 
be subject to release at the demand of 
either party.” 

This gives a play one year in which 
to gather in all the stock royalties that 
heretofore have kept coming for 3 to 10 
years—and sometimes longer. 


DRAMA AND THE ROAD 


The wide representation of Little 
Theater groups taking part in the 
tournament now going on in New York 
is concrete evidence that the country at 
large still is deeply interested in the 
spoken drama. 

Between the managers who either wil! 
not or cannot send their shows to the 
small towns and the small-town theater 
owners who have fallen into the motion 
picture rut and are too lazy or lacking 
in enterprise to get out of it, the com- 
mercial theater has done little to keep 
the drama alive in these smaller com- 
munities. 

But it still lives, and gradually, by 
force of the inherent love of the drama 
which exists among all humanity, it is 
emerging again thru the medium of the 
community theater. 


Cores and Encores

it more.

N THE beginning was the man and

“These arms, made for reaching nuts, 
hurling stones and embracing mates, I 
will use to express the snake’s way. These 
agile legs shall move cumbrously as the 
bear moves. 

“And T will make besides strange move- 
ments which have no use nor reason in 
nature, yet are more than sufficient be- 
cause they are lovely. I will make these 
in periods and rhythms because these 
repetitions and progressions have a 
beauty of their own.” And he did so. Be- 
hold he is the dancer. 

And to the dance was added music. 
And it pleased the people. 

In the fullness of time to the mime 
came the word and the mime spoke sense 
and nonsense, adding these to mavement 
in due order and with discrimination. 
His movements were the embodiment of 
the world and his speech was a flame 
lighting up the meaning of his spirit, the

Build then such a 
house wither ye may all repair for your 
delight in times of leisure and festivity. 
Then we will show you such wonders as 
ye have not dreamed. Your pleasure 
shall be our work and our pleasure. And 
between whiles you shall sustain us with 
food and drink and for our love we will 
look to that ourselves.” 

The people thought this good so they 
built the great place and the actors 
congregated there to prepare festivities. 
And the place was called Theater; the 
congregation of actors was called Com- 
pany. 

The preparation was called Rehearsal 
and the festivity that the company made 
was called Drama or Play. They pleased 
the people mightily.

Insomuch also as some were not con- 
tent to speak but added to speech music, 
singing their words to the sound of harps 
and reeds, in due season came the sing- 
ing actors, makers of Opera. 

All these were found in the theater 
which the people made for them. At 
length there arose a scribe, devoted to 
the traffic of words, who nevertheless 
loved to cultivate leisure in the house of 
the players. He was skilled in talee 
telling and in the decking of trite hap- 
penings with lustrous verbiage. And one 
day, being offended by the indignities 
that the actors heaped upon his mother- 
tongue and starved of joy by reason of 
the adjectival paucity and syntactical 
resourcelessness of the players, the light 
of comprehension illuminated his mind 
and hé cried: 


“Every man to his trade. Let the actor 
act only. For the dancer dances and the 
musician makes music for him. But the 
actor maketh his own tales (poor yarns 
at best and unworthy of the cunning 


wherewith they are portrayed). 

“Let the actor act. I, the scribe, will 
make noble tales and droll stories, and 
[ will begem the noble tales with constel- 
lations of splendid poetry and the droll 
stories I will pepper with tasty witticisms. 
Each to his job: the actor shall act, the 
scribe shall write.” 

So he wrote; and what he wrote that 
he took to the theater and he went round 
behind and saw the player chief and 
showed the writing. And the chief, 
pressing his hand upon his heart (for he 
knew he was on a good thing) said: 

“This is not bad. Write more. Mean- 
while I shall put this into rehearsal. But 
inasmuch as it must be substantially 
altered before it can be performed, fF 
will lick it into shape.” 

So he changed the title and put 50 
lines into his own part. And afterward 
the player chief said to the people: “Be- 
hold I have a new entertainment made 
by myself full of plums of wisdom and 
delight. It is the goods.” 

And in a quieter tone he added: “A 
scribe wrote it down, it was so good. I 
acknowledge the scribe’s help; you, O 
people, shall sustain him also because of 
his help to my theater.” 

Thus did the people and were well 
pleased so to do for the play was good 
and the box office was besieged as it 
were a city compassed by a host. 

Only the scribe was discontented be- 
cause the chief player had purloined his 
credit claiming to have made the piece. 
Wherefore he said secretly to the leading 
lady: “This is a bit thick.”

So the next play that he made gave 
great opportunity for this comforter to 
show herself before the people. Which 
cried for her at the end of the entertain- 
ment with one great voice that would not 
be stilled, even tho the chief player made 
two speeches. 

So the leading lady must go before the 
people, which she did all smiles and led on 
the scribe and told the people how he had 
written this and the other. 

Thereupon the people proclaimed him 
ealling him Playwright, which is drama- 
tist.

of the promoter. My work falls in that 
classification and T have had to follow 
up in several instances the work of some 
of the unscrupulous members of the 
fraternity, and I find 
the word “promoter”. Many times it has 
been my intention to write to you to see 
if something could not be done to harness 
these “fast-working gentlemen” who 
make life miserable for the fellow who 
knows how to plan and execute his work 
honestly and make a profit. 


In order to further the cause and get 
the organization under way I will take 
on the responsibility of a temporary sec- 
retary to get in touch with all the worthy 
promoters and to line up a meeting place 
that would be convenient. 


There is a good bit of work to be done 
and it should be done at once before the 
whole country starts gunning for the pro- 
moter. Right at the present time I know 
of a good many cities that are passing 
ordinances against our operations and 
Chambers of Commerce and_ Trade 
Boards have long since started vigilance 
committees on our trails. A question has 
arisen in my mind as to whether an asso- 
ciation is not too late starting at this 
time, but I am willing to do all I can to 
help the boys remove at least some of the 
doubts as to the legitimacy of our opera- 
tions. 

An association would make a very in- 
teresting impression -on the public, and 
since there are a number of different 
branches of the work, different kinds of 
promotions, there could be different de- 
partments to the organization catering to 
each of the different branches of the pro- 
fession. 

There are promoters of contests, lodges, 
prize fights, theatricals, pageants, fire- 
works spectacles, and then’ there is the 


biggest branch of the profession—the 
publicity men. Each branch could be 
placed in competent hands and all to- 


gether they would make quite a formida- 
ble organization, which could be used to 
combat opposition in the shape of laws 
and ordinances, fly-by-night workers and 
also be mutually helpful to members. 

I believe that with your co-operation 
the thing can be gotten under way. From 
the letters you have already had you can 
see that the organization would meet with 
the approval of the fellow that tries to

With your great magazine you can in- 
fluerce the bulk of the promoters. Of 
course, diplomacy will have to be used 
in handling those we approach, for like 
all professional people they keep their se- 
crets locked in their hearts. 

My offering of services, I want it un- 
derstood, is bona fide, and I am willing to 
do all I can to help you and the rest 
support this worthy cause. 

There are a number of mighty vital 
questions that should be asked prospec- 
tive members and the organization should 
be broad enough to guard against petty 
jealousies that might arise between mem- 
bers. 

The different branches could conduct 
service departments that would be of 
wonderful help to members. For instance, 
suppose I should desire to enter a 
town and place my proposition before 
the right people or the right organ- 
ization in that town, the service de- 
partment could carry data on different 
city organizations, keep the members in- 
formed as to ordinances, and there is any 
amount of things that could be worked 
up to assist the members. 

Wherever I operate I keep data like 
this in case I want to work the place 
again, and if one place is a better pro- 
ducer than others that is just what I 
need. It saves time, shoeleather, worry 
and carfare. 

All promoters probably would not be 
willing to divulge their secret data, but 
there are those in the fraternity who 
would be willing to exchange. 

Nearly every branch of the theatrical 
world is organized and nearly all trades 
and professions have some sort of co- 
operative plan whereby they can pro- 
tect and promote their members’ welfare 
—why cannot we get together for our 
mutual benefit? 


You can publish my name and address 
and tell any of the boys to write me 
their ideas. I would like to see them get 
together at some central point and put 
this over. There is only one way to do 
it and that is have them get in corre- 
spondence with each other. An exchange 
of letters and the ball would be rolling. 
Your help is absolutely necessary, tho, 
and the more publicity we give the organ- 
ization the stronger and better it will be.

higher than on any other class of freight 
About the middle of May Victor J. Evans. 
whose name is well known to show. 
men, will go to Washington to represent 
this association before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission with a view of 
having the freight rates reduced, as stated 
above. Associated with Mr. Evans wil! 
be the following attorneys: James W. 
Good, who was Western campaign man- 
ager for President Coolidge; Bascom 
Slemp, formerly secretary to Mr. Coolidge: 
Ralph H. Case, C. C. Calhoun and Walter 
D. Cole, of San Francisco. Every State 
has a secretary of this organization at 
the present time and all donate their time 
and efforts in behalf of this movement. 
The only people receiving any salary or 
compensation are the attorneys, and dona- 
tions and subscriptions are coming in for 
that. The animal dedlers have given $100 
each, also the zoos. This amount is to 
aid in this relief measure and to date the 
circuses have not been asked to con- 
tribute, but may later, if found necessary. 
Every showman is urged to get into com- 
munication either with Mr. Horne or Will 
O. Doolitte, editor of Parks and Recrea- 
tion, at Rockford, IIll., to join the organi- 
zation or express their interest in the 
matter.

Winnipeg, Can., April 30.—If plans 
launched this week materialize, Winnipeg 
will have a real exhibition ‘n 1927—one 
that its promoters claim will be among 
the largest in Canada.

At the meeting this week W. L. Parish, 
president of the Live-Stock Improvement 
Association, presented full data on Winni- 
peg’s exhibition needs, including the erec- 
tion of a $750,000 plant on suitable 
grounds. Other speakers heartily sup- 
ported the project. 


San Angelo’s Fair Budget 


The All-West Texas Exposition at San 
Angelo, Tex., is conducted upon a 
budget system that enables the manage- 
ment to plan each department intelligent- 
ly and avoid any tendency to “lop-sided” 
expenditures. his year the budget has 
been set at $19,640, apportioned as fol- 
lows: 

Agriculture $700, club classes $150, art

sheep and goats $1,200, textile $200, 
football $1,000, music and night shows 
$5,600, horse racing $4,500, advertising 
$950, catalog and ‘ickets $550, general 
expense $1700, parking and _ policing 
$400, ribbons and badges, $135, sundry 
office expense $425; total, $19,640. 

The pageant, which was expensive last 
fall, has been eliminated and more 
money will be spent on music and free 
acts. Polo, which last year cost $800, 
also has been eliminated, but the ap- 
Pportionment for football has been in- 
creased.

Well-Known Balloonist Leaves U. §. Airc 
Service—Plans To Write Book of 
His Experiences 


A. Leo Stevens, balloonist, who won 
fame by his hundreds of successful 
flights at leading expositions and cele- 
brations thruout the country, has left 
the United States air service, with 
which he has been connected for some 
time, and announces that he will return 
to show business. 

The announcement was made recently 
at a dinner given by Mr. Stevens at the 
Biltmore Hotel, New York City, to his 
friends. 

Stevens resigned from the government 
service because of his stand in support- 
ing the contentions of General William 
Mcichell in his controversy over al- 
leged corruption and inefficiency in the 
service. The noted aeronaut has had a 
long, varied and interesting career both 
in show business and with the govern- 
ment. He interested the U. S. Signal 
Corps in aeronautics in 1906, built many 
outfits, balloons and airships for the 
war department, and in 1916 was ap- 
pointed chief instructor in aeronautics. 
He invented much aerial equipment 
which he gave to the war department 
without compensation. ‘ 

Besides giving balloon and airship ex- 
hibitions, Mr. Stevens plans to devote 
considerable time to writing. He an- 
nounced that he is to put out a book 
which he will call His Failure in Aecro- 
nautics, explaining that while’ he was 
most successful in carrying hundreds of 
passengers thru the air, having designed 
and invented parachutes, balloons and 
airships and many kinds of air ap- 
pliances, he made no money out of it 
all, and So calls his experience qa failure.

Roy 
Byford, who is said to be the only actor 
who can play the part of Falstaff with- 
out wearing padding, plays the fat 
knight, and Bridges Adams has got to- 
gether a fine company whose work is 
much appreciated by the many visitors 
to the Festival. 

The festival play of the Old Vic., Romeo 
and Juliet, was received on Monday night 
with tremendous enthusiasm, by far the 
greater part of which was aroused by 
Edith Evans’ notable performance as the 
nurse. Several critics have remarked 
on the fact that this great actress’ ase 
sumption of this character gave a new 
direction to the interest of the play. 

The visit of Dr. Richard Strauss, to 
conduct the music for the film version of 
Der Rosenkavalier at the Tivoli, is prov- 
ing an unqualified success. The music 
was broadcast from 2LO on Monday 
night and occasioned general satisfaction. 
The popular picture house is crowded 
for each show with an enthusiastic au- 
dience. 

The “Q” Theater may well have dis- 
covered yet another piece for the West 
End in this week’s offering, The Snow 
Storm, in which Gwendoline Evans and 
Stanley Lathbury play admirably. Ger- 
trude Painter, the author, has handled the 
spirit and character of the Welsh peasan- 
try with considerable power, which goes 
far to make up for the somewhat uneven 
structure of her rustic play, which is well 
worth consideration by other manage- 
ments. 

The Shakespeare-in-modern-dress boom 
continues and a performance of some 
scenes from The Merchanf of Venice will 
be given on the birthday, April 23, at the 
Haymarket, in contemporary costume, un- 
der the auspices of the British Empire 
Shakespeare Society. 

Meanwhile H. K. Avliff. who produced 
the modern-dress Hamlet for Sir Barry 
Jackson, is producing this in Vienna, and 
is preparing also a production of Othello 
for the English stage. I hear that Arnold 
Korff, the Austrian actor, will play Jago.

The Co-Optimitsts are shortly to visit 
Paris for the first time and begin a four 
weeks’ season at the Theater Edouard 
VII about the middle of June.

A new play by C. K. Munro ts always 
an event of interest. The Mountain is to 
be presented at the beginning of next 
month under the direction of Robert At- 
kins. I hear that this piece is more in 
the. manner of Munro’s remarkable play 
The Rumor than in that of his sue- 
cessful comedies. The Rumor, by the 
way, still awaits an impresario, for it 
has only been seen on the occasion of the 
Stage Society’s two performances of it, 
altho at that time is was acclaimed by 
most of the discerning critics as the most 
remarkable play of the year. 

Philip Ridgeway, who has had such a 
remarkable series of successes at his little 
theater, the “Q’”’, announces that he will 
let the theater during the summer in or- 
der that he may visit New York on the- 
atrical business. His latest successful 
production, Andreeff's Katerina, is shortly 
to be followed by a revival of Gogol’s 
The Government Inspector. 

Maurice Moscovitch will appear in The 
Great Lover on May 1 at the Shaftes- 
bury, this being the Jewish actor’s first 
London performance since his long 
colonial tour. 

The Firebrand is to be withdrawn from 
Wyndham’s tomorrow, and Ivor Novelio’s 
next appearance will be in a play written 
by himself and Constance Collier entitled 
Down Hill. 

Fata Morgana in revival has failed to 
attract substantially and will also be 
withdrawn tomorrow from the Savoy, at 
which theater Robert Courtneidge revived 
that boisterous racing farce, The Sport of 
Kings. The Savoy is, however, booked 
for a new piece on May 4 when Norman 
McKinnell will produce there a play by 
himself and Zenia Lowinsky called Inti- 
mate Enemies. McKinnel is to play 1 
this piece. 

Sir Johnston Forbes-Robertson is the 
president of a newly formed organiza- 
tion known as the Headlam Shakespear- 
ean Association, which represents the 
fusion of 60 London County Council 
Evening Institutes which have sections 
devoted to the study 6f drama. The so- 
ciety takes its name from the late Stewart 
Headlam, who did so much to promote 
studies of this type. Performances of 
Shakespearean scenes are to be given by 
various sections in a contest to be heid 
at the Scala Theater at which well- 
known professsional people will act as 
judges,
